Charge of Bribery In MeNa- 
mara Bem) Case 


$500 gVEN TO TO VENIREMAN 


Head of Private erecins Agency 
Employed by Defense, Who Was 
Once United States Marshal, Is 
Under Arrest—Transaction Said to 
Have Taken Place on Street—Mc- 
Namara’s Attorneys Surprised 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 29.— 
Three men were arrested here in an 
alleged jury bribery plot in the Mc- 
Namara case. 

The men are Bert Franklin, form- 
erly a deputy United States marshal, 
now running a _ private detective 
agency and employed by the attorneys 
for the defense; Captain White, @ 
juror in another department of the su- 
perior court, and George N. Lock- 
wood, a juror drawn in the panel that 
reported to Judge Bordwell yester- 
day. 

The arrests were made by Detective 
Browne, attached to the district at- 
torney’s Office and by a number of his 
deputies. 

Browne alleges that Franklin and 
White had bribed Lockwood to hang 
the jury in the McNamara case. He 
asserts that $500 had been paid by 
Franklin to Lockwood and that White 
showed $3500 more which was to be 
paid as soon as the work was done. 

The three men were arrested after, 
it is alleged, the entire transaction 
had been witnessed by Browne and 
his detectives, and the men with the 
money in their possession were hus- 
tled away to the jail. They were 
taken at once to the office of District 
Attorney Fredericks, where they were 
given a cross-examination. 

Attorneys for the defense were 
taken by surprise at the arrests, but 
admitted that Franklin had been in 
their employ. They say they do not 
know White, and they know nothing 


of any such scheme as that alleged to 


have been attempted, according to 
the story of Detective Browne. 

The arrest of the three men was 
made shortly before the veniremen of 
the eleventh panel filed into Judge 
Kordwell’s court room. 

According to the detectives for the 
district attorneys office, the trans- 


action took place at Third and Los 


Angeles streets. The meeting be- 
tween the men was in the open and 
was apparently just a friendly chat. 
Browne and his detectives, James 
Campbell, George Holmes, .D. D. 
Ong, and a detective known as Jock, 
were concealed in the neighborhood. 
They all saw the passing of money, 
Browne says. The detective himself 
made the arrests. 

According to Browne the alleged 
plot has been under contemplation for 
some time. He has been following 
Franklin, he says, for weeks. He 
asserted that a shadow had Xen 
placed on Franklin as soon as it was 
known he was connected with the 
case, and he was constantly follow- 
ed. Browne refused to say how he 
learned how the plan was to be car- 
ried out or how he knew that Lock- 
wood was the talesman who was to be 
bribed. 

The defense’s attorneys were evi- 
dently surprised by the arrest. Al- 
though they refused to discuss it, 
they retired to the office of the de- 
fense in the Higgins building, where 
they went into conference. 

After his examination, 
was taken to the city jail.

DEALT WITH “MONEY TRUST” | TRUST” 


Retired Banker Thinks That Roose- 
velt Sold Himself In 1904 


Washington, Nov. 28.—Wharton 
Barker, a retired banker of Philadel- 
phia, sprang a sensation on the sen- 
ate committee on interstate commerce 
when he alleged that a New York 
financier told him in 1904 that the 
financial interests would support 
Theodore Roosevelt for president, be- 
cause the latter had “made a bargain” 
with them ‘cn the railroad question.” 
He declared he now believed it true. 

-Barker’s statement came in the 
midst of a vigorous attack on the 
“money trust,” in which he alleged 
also that Roosevelt had been given 
the details of the impending panic of 
1907 severe] months before it hap- 
pened, but took no action to prevent 
It. 

He declared that the Aldrich cur- 
rency plan was the handiwork, not 
of former Senator Aldrich, but of a 
Mr. Warburg of the banking firm of 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New York; and 
that a fund of $1,000,000 had been 
started to insure its adoption. 


CUMMINS GOES TO PRISON 


Minimum Sentence of Four Years and 
Eight Months For Banker 
New York, Nov. 26.—William 
Cummins, head of the suspended 
Carnegie Trust company of this city, 
recently convicted of the theft of 
$140,000 from a trust fund held by 
the Carnegie company, was sentenced 
by Justice Davis in the supreme court 
to an indeterminate term in the state 
prison for four years and eight months 
to eight years and eight months. 
Counsel for Cummins went before 
Justice Seabury of the supreme court 
and obtained an order directing the 
district attorney to show cause why an 
act of reasonable doubt should not 
issue. The order is returnable be- 
fore Justice Cohalan next Monday. 


STEPHENSON RETAINS 
HIS SEAT IN SENATE 


Did Not Buy Votes, but Spent 
Mon2y Too Lavishly 


Washington, Nov. 28.—With the 
declaration that no instances of vote 
buying were discovered, but words of 
censure of the use of large sums of 
money in his campaign, the senate 
committee which investigated the 
election of United States Senator 
Isaac Stephenson of Wisconsin is ex- 
pected to report shortly after the 
opening of congress. 

According to a well-founded report 
here Senator Stephenson will be de- 
clared fully entitled to his seat. The 
use of money in the Stephnson cam- 
paign was the result of the Wiscon- 
sin primary system, it was contend- 
ed at the hearings, and a condemna- 
tion of that system is expected. 


DOG HAS RIGHT TO BITE 


Court So Tells Man Who 
Canine’s Owner For $4500 

Seattle, Nov. 29.—A dog has a 
right to bite a man who steps on the 
dog’s tail. This, in effect, is a rul- 
ing made by Judge Ronald when he 
found for the defendant in a suit in- 
volving a claim for $4500 damages for 
a dog bite. 

It appeared from the testimony 
that the dog sank his teeth in Samuel 
Lavanburg’s left leg only after Lavan- 
burg stepped on his tail. 

“Spot,” a well-groomed setter, oc- 
cupied a prominent position in a cor- 
ner of the court room and aided in 
the defence by allowing people to 
walk around him without offering to 
bite.

NEW vA vAnDINALS 
ARE CONFIRMED 


Saremony Garried Out With 
Old Time Stately Dignity 


THREE AMERICANS ELEVATED 


Pope Presides at Private Consistory 
as Prelates Are Elected to College 
In. Rome—Simple but Impressive 
Ceremony Concludes With Proces- 
sion Before Throne—Pope Deplores 
Attacks Upon Church During Year 


Rome, Nov. 28.—Obedient to a 
summons from Pope Pius X., the 
; cardinals in Rome assembled in a 
secret consistory and confirmed the 
papal nominations of eighteen new 
members in the college of cardinals, 
the supreme governing body of the 
Roman Catholic church. 

Besides the new cardinals who re- 
ceived the red hat, the pope created 
another whom he reserved “in pec- 
tore” (kept secret), and whose name 
will be published in a later consistory 
when the pope wishes that to be done. 
In some cases the name of the prelate 
thus chosen only becomes known after 
the death of the pope. 

Of those honored three are citizens 
of the United States: Mgr. William 
O'Connell, archbishop of Boston; 
Mer. John M. Farley, archbishop of 
New York, and Mgr. Diomede Fal- 
conio, apostolic delegate at Washing- 
ton. 

Thus with Cardinal Gibbons, Amer- 
ica will have for the first time a 
representation of four in the cardinal- 
ate which probably much as now con- 
stituted will elect a successor to the 
reigning pontiff. 

As the pope entered the hall of the 
consistory where the ceremony took 
place, his step was less sure and his 
careworn face bore signs,of his recent 
illness that had come to stay. 

The ceremony, though compara- 
tively simple, was carried out with 
the stately dignity and form that has 
characterized the institution from the 
earliest days. Save for those partici- 
pating, it might have been a scene 
from the thirteenth and fourteenth 
century. 

As the moment arranged for the ap- 
pearance for the pontiff approached, 
the assemblage separated in three 
groups before the throne. 

In one group were the cardinal 
bishops, in another the cardinal 
priests to whom the new American 
cardinals will be added, while the 
third section comprised the cardinal 
deacons. Behind the cardinals were 
the patriarchs, archbishops, bishops, 
heads of orders, other high person- 
ages and various persons familiar to 
the papal court. 

Presently the door at the réar of the 
hall was opened and the noblé guards 
in their brilliant uniforms appeared, 
making way for the white clad figure 
of the pope. Followed by Swiss 
guards and his suite the pontiff 
paused at the threshold, while those 
present bent the knee. With a smile 
he greeted them and then walked to 
the throne. 

The procession before the throne 
followed immediately. Each digni- 
tary, according to precedence, ap- 
proached in turn and, kneeling, 
kissed the papal ring. It was a long 
and tiresome ceremony, which Pius 
X. bore with great patience. 

As the last of the number paying 


homage returned to his place the 
master of ceremonies loudly  pro- 
claimed “exeunt omnes” and gradu- 


ally the greater number withdrew un- 
til the pontiff and the cardinais were 
left alone for the duties which had 
brought them together. 

Pius X. broke the silence that fol- 
lowed, voicing a simple prayer and 
then delivered a brief allocution. 

The pope’s address deplored the at- 
tacks upon the church throughout Eu- 
rope during the last year, calling it 
a “year of mourning for the church.” 
But the chief source of regret was the 
Italian jubilee, which recalled the 
separation of the church from the uni- 
fication of Italian states. The pontiff 
also deplored the impunity wherewith 
Protestants and Freemasons opposed 
the church in Rome. re 

The address lamented the separa- 
‘ion of the church from the state in 
Portugal after the fall of the mon- 
archy. The pontiff declared’ that 
Spain did not wish to adopt any of- 
fensive attitude toward the institu- 
tion of religion. 

After the cardinals-designate had 
received official notification of their 
| elevation they held a public reception 
to receive the congratulations of dis- 
tinguished visitors. The scene was a 
gorgeous one. Each cardinal sent his 
gentleman-in-waiting and secretary 
with congratulations. With these 
came the heads of the great religious 
orders, prelates accompanied by their 
suites in variegated costumes, to- 
gether with hundreds of students of 
the American college in their black 
cassocks with red sashes, blue but- 
tons and white collars.

AN UNSATILFACTURY GAME 


Forty-One Thousand See Yale-Har- 
vard Scoreless Struggle 

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 27.—Har- 
vard and Yale football history of 
1910 repeated itself jin the Harvard 
stadium. Two splendidly prepared 
elevens struggled on the gridiron 
and without a _ result.. No  touch- 
downs, no field goals, no score 
at all—just a desperate, gruelling 
football battle in which no victory was 
returned. The game was watched by 
41,000 persons. 

All afternoon the teams struggled, 
first one and then the other reach- 
ing an advantage point. But oppor- 
tunities went begging, even though 
they were only ones to make field 
goals or to squeeze out a few points 
by some radical footbal thing. 

Yale had chances, so did Harvard; 
but all were neglected, with the re- 
sult that the game ended—an anti- 
climax—everything a hush—no en- 
thusiasm—nothing but disappointment 
and dissatisfaction over a game that 
neither team could win. 


DEATH LIST OF THIRTEEN 


Forty-Seven Football Players Badly 
Injured During Season of 1911 
Chicago, Nov. 28.—Football games 
killed thirteen persons and severely 
injured forty-seven others during 
1911, according to records kept by 
Chicago sporting writers. Of these 
four were “hold-overs,” having been 
injured in 1910, but not succumbing 

until months after being hurt. 

Last year fourteen were killed and 
forty-three were hurt. The largest 
decrease this year was in the number 
of college players injured, only two 
being killed this year, compared with 
four in 1910 and ten in 1909. One of 
this year’s injured was Miss Irene 
Butrun, a pupil of the high school at 
Evansville, Ind., whose arm was 
broken. Of the colleges Michigan 
suffered heaviest in injuries. 


LINEHAN FAILS TO 
APPEAR FOR TRIAL 


Man Indicted With Ex-Senator 
Pleads Guilty of Fraud 


Boston, Nov. 29.—Former Senator 
Frank J. Linehan defaulted his $5000 
bail in the superior. criminal court 


yesterday afternoon, and John L. Sul- 
livan, jointly indicted with him for 
forgery, stealing from the city and 
conspiracy to defraud the city, plead- 
ed guilty to the three counts against 
him. A warrant was at once issued 
for the arrest of Linehan. 

There had been a feeling at the 
court house all day that Linehan 
would default. Many of his friends 
were at the court house, and some of 
them said that they did not expect 
him to appear, 

Linehan is married and has several 


children. His rise to power in poli- 
tics was phenomenal. He was a pic-

The election of Levi H. Greenwood 
as President of the Senate, and Graf- 
ton D. Cushing as Speaker of the)! 
House, is practically settled by the 
events of the past week. The Presi- 
dency of the Senate is absolutely 
fixed as all the candidates have with- 
drawn, and Mr. Greenwood is already 
working out the problems attendant 
to the taking of that important posi- 
tion. Andover has more than ordin- 
ary interest in this selection because 
of the fact that Mr. Greenwood is a 
son-in-law of Judge Cann, and is a 
frequent visitor to town. He is one 
of the clean, bright men in Massa- 
chusetts politics, and has the ability 
and courage to make an efficient pre- 
siding officer and strong leader in the 
important work of the coming ses- 
sion of the Senate. 

Together with other newspapers in 
the Commonwealth, the Townsman 
has questioned whether it were wise 
or not to elect a Speaker this year 
from the aristocratic end of the Re- 
publican party. That criticism is just 


as live now as ever and on mature 
consideration is just as foolish as 
ever. After all, the selection of a’ 


presiding officer in the Massachusetts 
House is a problem for the members 
themselves to settle, and one in which 
the public is only very indirectly in- 
terested. This statement is going to 
be questioned on the ground that the 
very great power resting in this office 
may be used to the disadvantage of 
the public. But pray who are the 
representatives standing for when 
they take up their work as members 
of the legislative body, if not for the 
public who chose them? Holding 
this position, they are simply going 
the one step further in making their 
choice of a leader through the author- 
ity. that has. been given to them as 
the chosen and accredited representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Cushing is one of the oldest 
and most tried members of the in- 
coming legislature. He has served 
on all the important committees and 
has made a remarkable progress in 


the light of the very serious handicap ' 


under which he has been all this time. 
We refer to the handicap of his pecu- 
liar training and education that led 
him for so many years outside the 
field of practical politics and practical 
legislation. His training made him 
anything but an approachable and 
companionable man for the average 
member of the legislature, when he 
first took up his membership there. 
Years have softened and lessened 
this handicap so that today no man 
numbers warmer friendships among 


all classes than does Mr. Cushing. 
He is clean, able, honest, and high 
minded. His work as Speaker will 


be the work of a trained legislator, a 
thorough gentleman, and conscien- 
tious public servant, and it ought not 
to make a particle of difference to the 
people of Massachusetts whether he 
is rich or poor, in judging the results 
when he shall have closed his work. 
We personally believe that it will be 
a record highly creditable to him, 
The speakership contest has been 
carried on in a most creditable man- 
ner, notwithstanding several attempts 


to inject into it issues that would 
have left sores. The three leading 
opponents to Mr. Cushing were 
Messrs. Underhill of Somerville, 


Cavanagh of Everett and Washburn 
of Worcester, and two of these have 
already heartily endorsed the = suc- 
cessful candidate. Mr. Washburn is 
pretty sure to do the same in his 
own good time, but it wouldn’t be 
like him to proceed along a beaten 
path in this, any more than it has 
been his custom to do in other lines. 

In passing, it may not be out of 
place to suggest that a certain 
amount of real independence adds to 
a man’s efficiency as a public servant, 
but when coupled with such idiocyn- 
crasies as seem to be increasing from 
year to year in Mr. Washburn’s pub- 
lic life, they are likely to ultimately 
make of him not only a negative fac- 
tor in achieving results but a posi- 
tive nuisance in any legislative body. 
It is a pity that Mr. Washburn 
should be approaching this position, 
for his brilliant attainments fit him 
for a very different part. 

Mr. Underhill comes of the 
contest a bigger man. He has 
broadened in his views, and widened 
his hold upon the people of the state. 
He will be one of the strong men of 
the year on Beacon Hill.

Objects to Comment on Football | 
Celebration and Tells What 
“Oblivion” Is 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 


In your editorial on the | 
communications in the Townsman, 
relative to the event of November 11, 
there seems to be a tinge of sarcasm. 
Your editorial conveys the implica- 
tion that the disappointment of the 
townspeople was trivial and unim- 
portant. From your point of view 
and interests, it may seem a trifle 
indeed. But from the sentimental 
attitude of the hundreds of men, 
women and children the significance 
looms up to large proportions. 

But, assuming it to be €rivial, is it 
not true that sentiment and_trifles 
contribute to and effect the greater 
part of our pleasures and_ pains 
through life? And is it not also true 
that an act or expression may lib- 


erate the potential tom taf deree 


in sentiment and custom tofa degree 
far beyond the prophecy ‘man? 

Your observation that “It was not 
always so, that so many of our good 
friends were so anxious to have the 
noise and excitement,” only empha- 
sizes the fact that sentiment has 
changed. Public sentiment is a 
flux, as our last two elections de- 
monstrate. 

You query: ‘Wouldn’t it have 
been best for some of the ‘kicking’ 
friends to have found out just who 
was responsible for the parade route, 
before indulging in quite such broad 
criticism?” It is not essential for the 
public, in considering, judging, and 
criticising the results of an act of 
commission or omission of institu- 
tions to know the subordirfate in- 
dividuals. Institutions of all kinds 
generally have administrative and ex- 
ecutive heads who are responsible 
for the cu.aracter and efficiency of the 
institutions, according to their func- 
tional relation to the public. The 
function of the Andover Press is to 
serve the public with printed matter. 
If my products from the Andover 
Press are faulty and dissatisfactory, 
I do not seek to find out who the 
workman was who did the work; I 
charge the Andover Press with doing 
faulty work, and look for satisfaction 
from the .management. When you, 
Mr. Editor, are dissatisfied with the | 
conditions of our highways, you do 
not seek to know who the workmen 
are who build and repair the roads, 
but lay the fault at the door of the 
Superintendent of Streets, and charge 
him with inefficiency and misman- 
agement. So with the heads. of 
Phillips Academy; they sanction and 
regulate all the activities of the stu- 
dents, leaving certain details to them- 
selves, and the heads of the Academy 
feel their responsibility to the public 
acco.ding as these activities relate to 
the people at large. 

The warrant for the townspeople’s 
attitude of displeasure finds expres- 
sion in the relation implied in the 
following query: 

What is a business without pat- 
rons, a school without pupils, a show 
without an audience, a parade with- 
out spectators, a hero without wor- 
shippers? Oblivion.

Electric Lights for Automobiles 


Almost with the beginnings of the 
automobile industry the great need 
of electric lights for the cars ‘was 
recognized, Experiments were made 
but it was not until the advent of the 
new metal filament incandescent 
lamps that the plan was at all feas- 
ible. A motor car requires at least 
five lamps, aggfegating 46 candle- 
power.

Consequently, gas and oil 
lamps have been, until recently, the 
only source of light available.
